In a previous article I raised the 


question whether tho president and 
th0 Ixwrd of regents of the Univer- 
sity ot Wisconsin should not take 
immediate action to do away with 
some of the intolerant methods and 
standards which interfere with edu- 
cational progress there. 


Among the contributing factors 


that make the situation unfortu- 
nate, from the standpoint of the 
younger students with meager re- 
sources, is the unfair salary distri- 
bution system that prevails, to- 
gether with the tendency to meas- 
ure a teacher's annual 
remunera- 


tion by tho adroitness with which 
he is able to 
fish for 
competitive 


bids for his 
services 
from other 


colk'ges or commercial institutions. 


The budget for the college of let- 


tore and science for 1921-22 pro- 
vides a total of $929,435 for all sal- 
aries and wages, exclusive of re- 
volving funds and riot counting fel- 
lowships and scholarships. 
About 


$30,000 oi'this is spent in hiring 
clerical and mechanical help not di- 
roctly 
connected 
with ' teaching 


This means that the annual budget 
for salaries to professors, instruct- 
ors, and teaching assistants in that 
college for the present year 'is at 
the rate of about 5172 apiece for 
tho 5.2SS students enrolled.

Further, tie salaries represent- 


ed by this $292,500 is one-third of 
the whole cost for two years ,of the 
state 
department 
of agriculture. 


Theao 62 'professors' draw $75,000 
more than the state pays for the 
aid advanced to 10 state agricul- 
tural societies. These 52 men, draw 
from the treasury each year three 
'time* -the entire appropriation fo* 
the dairy find food commission, and 
two and one-half times in one year 
the money spent by the state for 
the department of markets in two 
years. In the last instance it 
means that the 51 professors draw 
five times the annual allowance for 
the department of markets. Are we 
wrong in merely suggesting that 
it behooves thes^ 61 professors to 
quit "jockeying'' fop more salary 
and more privilege and get down to 
work? 


Comparative ?*brto of M 
Teacher*. 


There are 84 associate professors 


in this college, drawing a total bud- 
get of 1122,000, or an average sal- 
ary of |3>688 apiece. The salaries 
of thcs? 34 men represent 13 per 
cent of the total college wage and 
salary budget, 
and they number 
about 12 per cent of the total force 
of professors and instructors. The 
question arise* hero whether the 
associate professors are less effici- 
ent or less able to draw unto them- 
selves a lion's share of the salaries, 
as the full professors do.' 
Take the assistant 
professors, 


numbering SB in the college of let- 
ter* and science. They draw a to- 
tal salary budget of $144,400, or an 
average salary of ?2,776. Their to- 
tal salary budget represents 15.5 
per cent of thp total wage and sal- 
ary expenditures provided for the 
current year in this college, They, 
liko the full professors, represent 
about 20 ffit cent of the force of 
educators above the rank of as- 
sistant, yet instead of drawing S2 
per cent of the total salary expend 
«d they receive together less than 
10 per cent, or half the amount 
handed to the 62 full professors. 


Then we come to the instructors, 


who number 128 in tht college of 
letters and science, and who, to- 
gether draw |199,070 in 'salaries, or 
about 20 per cont of tho total sal- 
ary and wage bill. Yet they actu- 
ally represent 48 per cent of the 
total force of educators above the 
rank of assistant. 


Thus w» have the 52 fuD profes- 
sors, numbering less than 20 per 
cont of the teaching force, draw- 
ing 82 per' cent cf the total salar- 
ies; 34 associate professors, num- 
bering 12 per cent of the teaching 
force, drawing 13 per cent of the 
total budget for salaries; 62 assist- 
ant professors, representing about 
20 par cent of the teaching force,

Edison is known to be, he sent cop- 
ies of Professor. Scott'a insulting 
reply to members of the state board 
of university regent* and board of 
visitors. 


One of th* taembtfs <rf the board 


of visitors, Whom I shall not name, 
turned the correspondence over to 
the press and it'waa- made public. 
This same member of the board of 
visitors, who i» also a member of 
the legislature. 'Informed me that 
he considered Professor Scott's con- 
duct highly improper.

Upon arrival here he found a 4th 
of July celebration In progress at 
the Capitol park, three days liter 
than the rcjrular anniversary. 


Mr. Eeylcr followed the teaming 


business and hauled much of the 
stone for the jisylmn at Mendota. 
Occasionally he carried passengers 
to points west as far as Prairie du 
Chiun. His marriage occurred in 
1351. 
Three years later his wife 


died and in 1858 he \ras again mar- 
ried. At the outbreak of the civil 
war, in 18C1, he enlisted and served 
In the siege of Vicksburg. In 1865 
ho -was mustered out at Nashville, 
Tenn. 


His appointment es npreme 


court crier, was received in 1873, 
under Chief Justice Dhcon, who ten 
years later, said of Jon: "He is an 
experienced intelligent, competent, 
faithful and most unobtrusive as- 
sistant."

•birthday he was again eulogized »t

On the vote on the measure, Staf- 


ford, "Kleczka, Voight and Classou 
of Wisconsin opposed it and Frear, 
Cooper, John M. Nelson, A. P. Neb- 
son, Beet and Browne of that state 
voted for it. Representative Lam- 
pert was absent on account of ill- 
ness. 


Stafford asserted that the bill 


"out-Volsteaded Volstead" and was 
one of the most defenseless meas- 
ures ever introduced in congress. 


In some communities, Stafford 


declared, .the bill would act as a 
detriment to law enforcement, for 
juries would not convict a man, 
knowing that it was mandatory for 
the secretary of labor to daport him 
upon conviction.

The Election 


T 


HE election just held was unusual in 
one respect,—in the absence of issues 


or principles that took any hold on the in- 
terest of the people. 


It is a strange thing, indeed, that a 


community of 45,000 people is so apathe- 
tic and indifferent to civic and munici- 
pal problems as to witness the passing of 
an election with interest centered wholly 
en individuals rather than on principles. 
The election just held in Madison was de- 
cided on personality rather than on is- 
sues. True, there were "platforms" and 
candidates indulged in the usual lot of 
generalization and political hoakum but 
no interest was aroused. . „•&&$$. 


One of the most deplorable feati%es of 


American life today is the\callousandif- 
1'erence and apathy on the pa^bf^'a" 'great 
mass of the people to issues that affect 
then daily life and welfare. This, we sup- 
pose, is one of the legacies of the war,— 
people became surfeited during the war 
with high sounding slogans and issues 
and principles and the emotion that sus- 
tains great mo.vements of principle was 
burned out. 


The phenomenon of indifference, how- 


ever, will not last. With the wearing off 
of the war psychosis, the interest of the 
people will be brought back from Yap 


the ftrst steps to.organize the Nonpartisan 
League in Wisconsin. Mr. Stolen was in 1917 
a working fanner and had been for several 
years. At Wausau in February 1917 at a meet- 
ing of the Farmers' Co-operative Packing Com- 
pany it was Mr. Stolen who introduced a resolu- 
tion, which was unanimously adopted;.and which 
called a fanners' convention to be held in 
Marshfield on the 22nd day of March;. 1917, "for 
the purpose of organizing-the farmers-of Wis- 
consin into a Nonpartisan League, in order that 
the farmers of our state may obtain control of 
our state government, and our next delegation 
in congress at the .next election." 


The Marshfield meeting was .held, it was at- 


tended by 250' farmers, 30 counties were repre- 
sented, and the League movement was started. 


It was not thought wise to put up a ticket in 


1918, but in 1920 was held the League conven- 
tion which endorsed the candidates^ho are now 
holding our principle state,offices.—Chester C. 
Platt, Editor, Wisconsin Leader. _
